.■\moHu‘I' generous coiitriliulion 
to tlie .season’s rainfall record 
ftdl from the skies last Friday. 
WIdle tliere wen' a few lieavy 
showers, most of Hie rain fell 
gently and in fine sliapc for ali- 
soiptiori. Tlie total for Hie storm 
as ri'corded liy the Carter rain 
guage wa.s 2.31 inclie.s. Tlie storm 
of the preceding Wednesday 
amounteil to 2.74 inches, making 
the total for the season to date 
5.21 inches. 

The seasonal aveinge up to Hie 
end of November for a period of 
thirty-eight years in Sierra Madre 
i.s only 2.77 incties. The early 
lieavy rainfall may presage a wet 
winter. And then again it may 
mean nothing of the kind.

South Pasadena has collected $1100 from Fo.ster 
and Kleiser Company for the billboards which they 
operate in this city under the new billboard ordi¬ 
nance that was passed a few. months ago, it was 
reported by B, A. Garlinghouse, president of the 
board of truatee.s, at the meeting held Wednesday. 
The ordinance provides for the payment of a tax 
of 26 cents a square foot, against three cents, the 
rate which was paid prior to the enactment of the 
ordinance which was pas.sed to restrict the further 
construction of billboards in the city. The com¬ 
pany has made persistent attempts to secure a 
modification of the orflinance, Mr. Garlinghouse 
told the members of the board, but he said that 
he favored standing firm on the action taken when 
the ordinance was adopted. "If this city stands 
firm, other cities will fall in line and we will get 
The thing that we want—the elimination of these 
billboards."

The Britisi 
penal laws were repealed in 173f> 
hut there have been “cases within 
the last thirty or forty years, es¬ 
pecially in the Highlands, in wliich 
there have been reports of witch¬ 
craft. It was estimated that lie- 
tween 1-1K4 and 1782 no fewer 
than 300,000 supposed witches 
were put to death in Europe, hut 
there have been ca.ses in wliich

The constitution is the fundamental law 
it is the statement of the great principles that undeljH 
all our laws, traditions and history. It is the safeguard 
our rights and privileges. VV'ithout it all American hi^H 
tory liecomes unintelligible. 

When promulgated, the Constitution was an epoc* 
making document. Its statement of the fundamental 
conditions of liberty and justice, the simplicity of its gov* 
ernmental provision.s have been the admiration of the 
world and a model for subsequent declarations in many 
countries. 

Twenty minutes, of course, will not bring to view the 
philosophy of the Constitution as conceived by its authors, 
nor as developed by its interpreters during succeeding 
years. There are plenty of brief works available in any 
library which will throw needed light on the reasons for 
its provisions, and which will give a citizen a deal undei- 
standing without making of him a constitutional lawyer. 

Every citizen should undenstand it? principles and its 
background, be informed concerning its provisions and im¬ 
bibe its liberal spirit. Constitution week will be worth 
while if it serves to bring emphasis and impress upon 
public consciousness the ideals emliodied in the Constitu¬ 
tion. 

California’s Constitution in Cor.'.rast 

When the framers of the present Constitution of Cal¬ 
ifornia met in 1879 they drew up a document with sharp 
contrasts to the federal constitution. The spiiit is the 
same, but the method is different. 

The California Constitution is seven times as long as 
the federal constitution. It describes in great detail the 
govemmental machinery and processes of the State. 
Changing conditions have made necessary changes in its 
provisions so that about 150 amendments have been made 
in it since its adoption. Every two years the voters of 
California have to pass upon a dozen or two more proposed 
amendments. 

Outside of the ten amendments in the bill of rights 
which were virtually a part of the original federal consti¬ 
tution, the latter has been amended only nine times since 
1789. All other provision for the operation of the United 
States government is made by act of congress. 

Califoniia needs a new constitution to replace the 
present patchwork. It should be so drawn as to provide 
for the government in outline, and leave the rest to legis¬ 
lative enactment. Changing conditions could then be met 
without all the cumbersome machinery of a constitytional 
amendment and the confusing of the voters with the 
blanket ballot now put before them.
